THE WORKINGCMEN’S HEADQUARTERS. 
The headquarters of the Socio-Political Asso- 
ciation, at No. 68 West Lake street and No. 139 
West Polk street, were again crowded all day 
yesterday with men whose rallying cry was 
“bread or death.” They expected to heara re- 
port from the Committee which had a consulta- 
tiom with the Common Council Committee and 
the Mayor on Wednesday afternoon, but instead 
of the Committee they found the following no- 
tice conspicuously posted at the door of each 
headquarters : 

Das Committe kann befor Samstag 
The Committee can’t report not before Saturday. 


The reading of this notice threw most of them 


in a perfect state of frenzy. They declared that 
they would wait no longer; that the city was 
trying to fool them, and that the most 
terrible consequences would be the inevitable 
result. The members of the Relief and Aid So- 
ciety, Mr. Hesing. and Mr. Gage, came in for the 
largest share of abuse and invectives, and, to 
judge by the language used, either of these gen- 
tlemen, had they been present, would hardly 
have left their halls alive. 
SWEEPING THREATS. 

They acoused the Relief and Aid Society of 
embezzling the funds in their hands, and that 
they could not produce the money, aud that 
Hesing and Gage had pocketed the public funds. 
Threats of demolishing the Kelief Building, the 
Pacific Hotel. and the Staats- Zeitung Building, 
were made quite recklessly, and an attack on the 


well-filled elevators was also occasionally sug- 


gested. They declared that if the report of the 
Committee should be unfavorable, they would 
take possession of the Exposition Building Sun- 


day, and bold such a meeting as Chicago had 


never bebeld before. If the building was re- 
fused them, they would take it by storm. 

The crowd at No. 68 West Lake street was 
composed mostly of Germans, and was the most 
orderly; but, nevertheless, they seemed to be 
anxious for the fight which, in their opinion,

3 THE RAFFERTY CASE. 

To the Editor of The Chiéeago Tribune 
Sim: It is incumbent upon the Supreme Court, and 
each of its Justices in vacation, in the discharge of 
eworn duty, to allow writs of error in capital 
where the Court, or the Justice applied to, shall be 


opinion that reasonable cause for ita allowance exists, 
and reasonable cause always does exist when the Court 


or Justice, upon inspecting the record, finds manifest 
and material error apparent thereon. It is not neces- 
sary that the Court or Justice shall arrive at a final 


conclusion, in effect predetermining the ultimate die- 
po@ition of the case. It is enough that the record 
brings the mind to the opinion, and thus makes mani- 
fegt that material error has intervened. 

Leing the duty imposed by law, it is impos- 
sible for the Court, or either of its Justices, to avoid 
its discharge without abrogating judicial functions, 
and demonstrating utter unfitness for judicial posi- 
tion. 

In an article in your paper of this morning, you 
characterize the recent issuance of a writ of error in 
the case of Rafferty as a judicial outrage ;” that is 
to say, zou thus stigmatize au act in which three Jus- 
tices of our Supreme Court concurred, and which it 
was the duty of each one of these Judges, under his 
official oath, to perform,

ANSWER. 
We do not call in question the honor or the 
conacientiousness of either of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court whp granted the supersedeas in 
Rafferty's case. That they did their duty as they 
understood it, we have no doubt; and, in styling 
the supersedeas as an outrage, we did our duty 
as we understand it. This man Rafferty was 
tried and convicted of murder. There was not, 
and has never been, any conflicting evidence so 
far as the facts of the homicide are concerned. 
After he was sentenced, a Judge of the Supreme 
Court granted a supersedeas, and the whole 
Court granted him a new trial. He was again 
tried, convicted, and sentenced; and again the 
supersedegs was invoked, and again he was 
granted anew trial. The last time, the Judge 
who delivered the opinion, in declaring that cer- 
tain evidence excluded atthe second trial should 
have been admitted, made an elaborate argument 
as to the legal effect of admitting this testimony. 
He regarded the testimony thus excluded 
as changing the whole character of the case, and 
as placing the murderer in the light of a cham- 
pion of the sacred rights and liberties of the 
people. Instead of being en outlaw, he was a 
freeman vindicating in his own person the in- 
alienable rights of 40,000,000 of his countrymen. 
The Court thus defined the relation of the 
prisoner (in case the excluded evidence had been 
admitted) to the man he killied ; 
The record contains evidence tending to show that 
the homicide was committed by the prisoner ip resist- 
img the deceased, who was a policeman of the City of 
Chicago, whilst engaged, in connection with another 
policeman, whom he was aiding, in the act of com- 
mitting an illegal and wholly unjustifiable invasion of 
plaintiff u liberty, by attempting to seize bis person 
and take him off to prison, without any authority in 
law 80 to do, 


The case was again tried, and, though the 
counsel of the prisoner supplemented his own 
ability by the eloquence and authority of the 
Supreme Court, the accused was for the third 
time convicted, and was again sentenced to be 
hanged. The evidence upon which the Supreme 
Court seemed to place so much confidence was 
given to the jury, but it did not change the as- 
pect of the case in the least,—for the reason, 


issued seemingly as a matter of right, it looks as 
if the tyigl of this man was to be taken from 
the Cirehi® Court and usurped by the Supreme 
Court. ‘In all the points of “ error” upon which 
these writs of supersedeas have been issued, 
there was nothing ever suggested indicating that 
substantial justice had not been done. In the 
second instance, the rejection of the evidence of 
the illegality of the warrant held by the other 
officer for the arrest of Rafferty was con- 
sidered by the Court as having a di- 
rect bearing on the merits of the ‘hom- 
icide; but that evidence was not excluded 
at the late trial, and the prisoner had the full 
benefit of it, and, nevertheless, was convicted. 
In every other iastance the errors were techni- 
eal and special, involving matters of practice 
and pleading. We have as high an ap- 
preciation of the Supreme Court as Mr. 
Fuller has. We would do nothing to 
impajr the confidence of the public in the 
integrity of the Court. But there is ng Court in 
the land whose judgments are not open to criti- 
cism. That this man Rafferty committed a foul 
and unproyoked murder, has never been ques- 
tioned. If the State’s-Attorney would stipulate 
that a sontence other than death should be given 
him, we heve no doubt the champion of personal 
liberty would instantly plead guilty. The public 
have a right to say something about the practice 
of granting a supersedeas upon a record which 
does not show that any substantial injustice has 
been done to the man convicted ; and, when this 
conviction has been repfated three times, and 


grounds, and live stock, 6522, 078, 349; manufac- 
tures of all kinds, $997,050,521; coal and oil 
products, $129.710,855; the products of iron 
manufactures for 1873, estimated, $177,000,000 ;

THE SALARY-GRAB LAW. 

One House of Congress has, after a month’s 
session, succeeded in passing a bill to reduce the 
salaries of members of the present Congress 
from $7,500 to $6,000 each. This is all that 
Congress proposes to do concerning the salary- 
grab law of March 3. The increase of the 
salaries of the present Congress was but a small 
item in the abominations of that law. The in- 
crease was made retroactive, 60 as to include all 
the members of the last Congréss, and was made 
applicable to the salaries of the President and 
various other officers, What the new House bill 
does and does not do, is thus Btated by the New 
York Sun: : | 

I. It raises the pay to $6,000 from $5,000, as it stood 
before the 4th of March last. 1 

II. It does not restore the back-pay received by 
members of the present Congress who were also wem- 
bers of the last Congress. 

III. It does not restore the $5,625 which each mem- 
ber of the present Congress, with a few honorable ex- 
ceptions, received from the 4th of March last until 
December, before the House was organized, and by 
which the Treasury was depleted of about 52,058, 760 
for that one item of extortion. 

IV. It does not repeal the increased pay of the 
President, seven members of Cabinet, two Assist- 
ant Secretaries of State, two tant Secretaries of 
the Treasury, one Assistant Secretary of the Interior, 
four Assistants to the Pogtmaster-General, Supervising 
Architect to the Treasury, Examiner of Claims, Solici- 
tor of the Treasury, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Commissioner of Customs, five Auditors of the Treas- 
ury, One Auditor of the Post-Office Department, Com 
missioner of the Land-Office, Commisioner of Pen- 
sions, Superintendent of Money-Order System, Super- 
intendent of Foreign Mails, two Chiefs of Diplomatic 
Bureau, two Chiefs of Cousular Bureau, two Chicfs 
of Indexes and Archives, Secretary of *the Senate: 
Clerk of the Hause of Representatives, Chief 
Clerk of the House of Representatives, Journal Clerk 
of the House of Representatives, Doorkeeper of the 
House of Representatives, Assistant Doorkocper of the 
House of Representatives, Chief Engineer of the House 
of Representatives, twenty-one clerks of the House of 
Representatives, Possmaster of the Senate, Assistant 
Postmaster of the Senate, two mail-carriers of the 
Senate, Superintendent of ment-room of the 
Senate, First Assistant of docement-room of the Sen- 
ate, Second Assistant of document-room of the Senate, 

The increase in the salary of the Presideat is 
regarded by Congress as so sacred that nobody 
is willing even to give him the opportunity of 
signing or vetoing a bill for its repeal. If he 
should sign such a bill, of course he would not 
draw the increased pay. If he should veto it, 
then the responsibility of the grab would be on 
him and not on Congress. They are so para- 
lyzed with fear lest their Postmasters be ro- 


moved, that they dare not do anything. Was 
there ever a more pitiable spectacle!

CHRISTMAS CRIMES. 
The sad list of crimes which were printed in 


Tun Trisvune of yesterday morning shows that 
Christmas was not altogether merry, and that 
the sacred associations which cluster about the 
day were powerlees to prevent fatal manifesta- 
tions of human passion and wickedness, At 
Riga, O., two brothers quarreled over the silly 
question which should load a rifle, and, during 
the dispute, one of them shot the other. The 
excited spectators aggravated the crime by 
hanging the murderer to a tree untilghe was 
dead. In St. Louis, a drunken driver, the 
father of six children, killed his wife by striking 
her on the head with a fence-paling. in Bos- 
ton, one young German killed another,—his 
friend and room-mate,—shooting him at 
first, and, the bullet not accomplish- 
ing the doadly work, hacking him to 
pieces with a hatchet. In Groveton, N. 
H., while two men were attempting to enter 3 
disreputable house kept by a Frenchman, the 
latter and his son and one of the intruders were 
kilied, the other intruder being badly wounded. 
In Lincoln County, New Mexico, one of those 
sanguinary affrays characteristic of the border 
occurred, in which three men were killed and 
three or four others were severely wounded. 
In each of these instances, whisky was the 
cause of the fatal troubles. In addition to these 
crimes, a gang of burglars was arrested in Bos- 
ton, the Sheriff’s clerk and two Deputy-Sheriffs 
in New York were arrested for the robbery of 2 
wealthy Virginian, a New York merchant fied the 
city to avoid being prosecuted upon the charge of 
fraudulent bankruptcy, three unfortunate people 
committed suicide in Milwaukee, and a very 
foolish young man, smitten ‘with love, took 
poison at Elgin, leaving behind him a love-letter, 
a lock of hair, a picture of his inamorata, and 
some maudlin scribblings. The sad category 
shows that the gratifying announcement of the 
angels on the first Christmas morning of peace 
on earth and good will toman is a long way off 
from fulfilment, and that many Christmases 
have yet to elapse before the world-old struggle 
between good and evil will come to an end.

A FRAGMENT OF HISTORY. . | 

Louis Napoleon has been frequently accused 
of the sacrifice of the Emperor Maximilian in Mex- 
ico. The unfortunate Empress Carlotta has, in her 
helpless madness, appeale@ to the sympathy of 
the world. She, it will be remembered, left Mex- 
ico for France, and in person appealed to Louis 
Napoleon not to abandon. ber husband. She 
reminded him of tbe solemn promises under which 
Maximilian alone bad consented to go to Mexi- 
co, and warned the French Emperor of the dis- 
honor of abandoning ‘his victim. In her mad- 


December, 1866, and the agent was ordered to 
get the French troops out of Mexico in February 
or March. He was not to treat with Juarez, and 
if Maximilian should undertake to treat with 
Juarez the proceeding was not to be recognized 
by the French. The result of all this was that 
Maximilian did not abdicate,.the scheme to 
erect’ ® Provisional Government failed, the 
French troops left Mexico in February, 1867, 
and Maximilian was left with a few Belgian and 
Austrian followers to contend with the united 
forces of Mexico. He was a brave and gallant 
soldier, and after a manly resistance was cap- 
tured by the Mexicans, May 15, and was shot a 


„month later. The proceedings from first to last 


evinced blank heartlessness on the part of Louis 
Napoleon. To gratify his own ambition he se- 
duced this Austrian Prince, and then, as his 
letter to Castelnau shows, finding: it necessary 
to abandon the Mexican conquest, the personal 
safety or honor of Maximilian were treated es 


matters of no consequence. 


A TEMPEST IN A TEAPOT. . 

The election of four ladies in Bagton as meni- 
bers of the School Board has raised a very da- 
cided breeze, as might have been expected. The 
intellectual aristocracy of that city, which mani- 
fests itself at the thrilling meetings of the Radi- 
cal Club, at Fraternity lectures, where all sorts 
of harmless heresies are set afloat with impu- 
nity, in the multitudindbs circulating libraries, 
at the Institutes of Technology and Natural His- 
tory, where the embryo of the world is kept 
in bottled spirits, does not relish this sudden 
and unexpected invasion of bourgeoiserie aud 
liberal presumption which ‘threatens to batter 
down its doors and degrade its ancient and 
honorable exclusiveaess. Accordingly, head- 
ed by the City Solicitor, who decides 
that women cannot sit in the School Committee, 
they are up in arms to repel the ruthless in- 
vaders. Woman occupies a very peculiar posi- 
tion in Boston. 80 long as she is a mere spoke 
to revolve around the Hub she is tolerated, but 
she must not assume to be the axle, or aspire to 
be the driver of the wagon. She may organize 
tea-pariies, manage bazaars, wear spectacies and 
cerulean hose, carry books under her arm, at- 
tend lectures, write didactic homilies, and listen 
at the matinees of the Radical Club to Col. Hig- 
ginson aod John Weiss launching their latest 
harmless heresy, or Ralph Waldo Emerson pro- 
pounding @ metaphysical riddle. Even Julia 
Ward Howe, who certainly ought to know, hav- 
ing been a matron of many years’ experience, 
says that no woman can be brilliant after mar- 
riage. She may be as learned as Erasmus but 
she must be passive. She may know the mys- 
teries of counterpoints, cellular tissues, and the 
cosmical theories, but she must be reticent, and 
have no small ambitions to use them as stepping- 
stones to mount into places of power. 1525 

In this instance, however, the elected female 
wembers of the School Board are not going to 
give up their offices without a struggle. In the 
first place, they have the sympathy of the School 
Committee itself, which is not disposed to ac- 


» cept the decision of the ungallant City Solicitor, 
having on several previous occasions received or 


rejected his decisions, as they happened to coin- 
cide or not coincide with the views of the mem- 
bers. In the second plate, the entire press of 
the city has chivalrously espoused the cause of 


the four ladies, and shown not only that the 


City Solicitor is destitute of knightly courtesy, 
but that the Constitution itself is against him. 
Lastly, there is one very cogent reason why 
they should have the offices, and that is because 
they are fitted to fill them. Threeof them do not 
come under Mrs. Howe's dogmatic pronuncia- 
mento, and the fourth has proved her adapta- 
tion to the post she is to occupy. 
Miss Abbie W. May has been for many 
years identified with the public charities of Boe- 
ton, and has some very progressive ideas. upon 
the subject of education. Notwithstanding 
Heine's satirical fling at ideas, they are the most 
valuable things one can have in Boston, and, as 
the whole school-system of that city is ran upon 
ideas, Miss May should have a chance to venti- 
late what she has had to suppress so long. The 
second lady, Miss Lucia M. Peabody, has had 
fourteen years’ experience as a teacher, and 
knows the Boston school-system from Alpha to 
Omega, besides many other things conceraing 
education which the masculine members don't 
know. The third lady, Miss Lucretia Orocker, 
daughter of Henry Crocker, President of the 
Union Insurance Company, was for many 
years one of the Facultyin Antioch College, 


| Ohio, à post which she filled with eminent suc- 


cess. The fourth, Mrs. Ann Adeline Badger, al- 
though she comes under Mrs.’ Howe’s rule, 
graduated at Oberlin College, Ohio, and man- 
ages one of the largest juvenile schools in Bos- 
ton with remarkable success. We have not the 
slightest doubt that these four ladies are better 
qualified to superintend the cause of education 
in Boston than any of the gentlemen who will be 
their associates, Undaunted by the official 
declaration of the City Solicitor, they.intead td 
present themselves for qualification at the 
proper time. If they are not allowed to qualify, 
we have no doubt they will raise the standard 
of revolt, refuse to pay taxes, go down Boston 
Harbor and throw tea overboard, and declare 
their independence of man hereafter. If the 
women of Boston do once get an opportunity to 
set their ideas going, it will be an uncomfortable 
place for anything of the mascnlme gender. 
Their only safety is in submission. .

To remedy this, the State 
has taken the rather extraordinary course of in- 
creasing this year’s tax to one million more than 
that of last year. Last year, there were 268.523 
acres of land forfeited to the State because of the 
inability of the owners to pay the tax; an increased 
levy this year will only increase the smount of 
forfeited lands. It will not take many years to 
odge all the land in the hands of the State. The 
State debt has reached such proportions that 
ttlere is no longer any effort to pay interest on 
it. The Legislature and the sentiment of the 
whole colored population is in favor of repudiat- 
ing the most of it, or, as they call it, scaling the 
fourteen millions down to four milfions of dol. 
lara. : 

The vine-dressers of France are happy over 
the discovery of a bug called the “ acarus,” in 
Missouri and other parts of the United States, 
which has an intense and unsatlable relish for 


science, soap-suds, strychnine, and all other de- 
vices for its extermination. The French indus- 
trial bireaus have therefore commenced import- 
ing it, building houses for it, and caring for it 
by every means in their power. The im- 
portance of the “acams” may be in- 
ferred from the fact that at present 
there are under cultivation for vintage pur- 
poses 87,000,000 acreg, and that these yield an 
average of 1,100,000,000 gallons annually. Four- 
fifths of this amount are consumed in France, 
while the other fifth, which is exported, yields a 
‘revenue of $60,000,000. The French are to be 
congratulated on their discovery of the acarus, 
and the Western farmers will undoubtedly be 
delighted to get ridof him, but at the same 
time an alarming thought suggests itself. The 
acarus is the natural enemy of the phylloxera 
vastatrix; but suppose upon arriving in France 
the should discover that there is some 
long= and ferocious Gallic bug which has 
ap antipathy to him also, what then? Of what 
use would the Acarian police be?

The agricultural editor of the St. Paul Press 
advocates the establishment of a school of for- 
estry at the expense of the National Govern- 
ment, for the purpose of preserving existing 
forests and planting new ones. Of the necessi- 
ty for forests there is no doubt, but as to this 
manner of securing them, there are grave obsta- 
cles in the way. In the first place, the public 
press is the best school of forestry, and can 
do more for the intelligent farmer 
than a score of Government schools, Ip the 
second place, a national school of forestry would 
soon become so involved in red-tape as to be 
utterly useless. The drain upon the National 
Treasury is quite sufficient without opening as 
new leak for the benefit of a White Willow or 
Osage Orange Ring. Those farmers who want 
to know how to start forests upon the prairie, 
can discover the modus operandj in the public 
press at very small expense. 

A curious case was recently decided in En- 
gland by the Queen's Bench, showing that the 
purchase of certain kinds of votes in that 
country is legal. The plaintiff in the case, who 
was a Governor of the Orphans’ Working-School, 
lent the defendant twenty-eight votes for a 
particular election, with, the understanding that 
they should be returned before the election... 
Tne defendant failing to ful the condition, 
the plaintiff purchased a like number of votes 
fer 7 guineas, and then instituted proceedings to 
recover the amount from the defendant. In the 
devision, the Justice remarked that, although he 
disapproved of this traffic in votes, there was no 
legal principle to justify him in deciding that a 
subscriber to a charity might not give his votes 
as he pleased, answering only to his own con- 
science and reputation for the manner in which 
he exercised his own power.

There is a bill pending in Congress to create s 
new judicial district in this Sthte, composed of 
the northwestern counties. The good people of 
Rockford and Freeport have petitioned that, 
when the Court is established, the sessions shall 
be at one or other of those cities. The Rock- 
ford Register states that the only objection that 
can be urged against Rockford is that there is 
no Court-House there in which the Court could 
hold its sessiona. Whereupon the Register la- 
ments as follows : :
